We loſt not one man, 
and onely one man ſhot intheleg, in which,as all other, 
we may behold the gracious goodnes of our good God 
towards us. We heare that Sir H. Tzchborz the laſt week 
marched out of Tredagh, and ſJew many of the Rebells, 
thereſt ran away, ſo that the Rebells have no hope to 
zerthat Towne. Sir Hexry ſent tothe tebellions Lords 
of the Pale, that they ſhould ſend inthe Countrey to 
the Marker with proviſion, otherwiſe hee would ſend 
fir whathe wanted, and take the reſt from-rhem. T 
heard it from a good hand,and1doubrnor of the truth. 
cfit, for which the Lord make us thankfall,as for al o- 
ther his wonderfull mercies towards us.
